Two BYU film students will be hon- 
ored with regional and national 
awards at the BYU Theater and Film 
Awards program April 16. Ken Garff, 
a senior at BYU, and Carleton Eden, 
who graduated last December, were 
chosen by members of the Academy 
of Television Arts and Sciences to 
receive “College Emmys” for best 
educational film in the nation and best 
narrative film in the Midwest region. 

“The Date,” Eden’s film, places the 
viewer into the mist of a high-tech 
love affair between two lonely souls 
who have never actually met — they 
choose exactly how they want to look, 
put on special cyberglasses and meet 
via modem in completely computer- 
generated euvironments.

Garff’s film, “Lives Affected,” is a 
10-minute compilation of segments of 
interviews conducted with people 
who have been affected in some way 
by drunk drivers. No one appearing in 
the film is an actor or actress, so the 
on-screen emotions are deep and real, 
Eden said. 


Experts seek answers to Utah’s high suicide rate

Like a lot of kids his age, Merlin Ross grew up 
with anxieties about school, fears about life and 
questions about his future. These issues troubled 
Ross greatly, and he contemplated doing what thou- 
sands of people do each year — commit suicide. 

Ross was raised by an LDS family in Orem, and 
found it difficult to talk to people that could help 
him. He often thought about “taking a gun and 
heading up to the mountains.” Fortunately, he 
resisted that temptation, but committing suicide was 
a thought that haunted Ross well into his 30s, when 


he finally received counseling. 


Now 46 years old, Ross is the creator of the board 
game Cliches, and author of the book “Jovitori.” He 
said through his game and book, he hopes to help 
adolescents become better at communicating and 
sharing their thoughts, something he struggled with 
when he was younger. Ross feels that when people 
bottle up their emotions. it becomes a part of the 


Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
aided Garff in coming up with the 
money to produce the film. Garff 
hopes to pay them back by allowing 
them to use the film to further educate 
people about the dangers of drinking 
and driving. 

“Lives Affected” cost about $500 to 
produce and more funds will be need- 
ed to fulfill Garff’s and MADD’s goal 
of distributing the film to all high 
school driver education classes in 
Utah. 

“T figured if I was going to spend 
the money, I wanted someone to ben- 
efit when it was all over with,” he 
said. 

Garff and his wife Yvonne were 
treated to an all-expenses-paid trip to 
Los Angeles to participate in the 
Academy’s awards ceremony. Garff 
received a $2,000 film grant from 
Eastman Kodak as a first-place win- 
ner. 

The trip provided him with a chance 
to meet some industry big-wigs who 
may eventually be able to help him 
with future projects, he said. 

The March 6 edition of Variety 
magazine included photos of all the 
national first-place winners. In that 
issue, Garff’s picture is surrounded by 
pictures of students from University 
of Columbia, New York University, 
Northwestern University, and the 
American Film Institute. 

As an Irvine, Calif. native and life- 
long UCLA fan, Garff said he was 


problem that leads to suicide and depression. 

“When I was a teenager, I didn’t know a lot of 
things,” he said. “If I could, I’d like to help these 
kids learn what I now know in my 40s.” 

Utah has the sixth highest suicide rate in the 
United States, with 16 suicides per 100,000 people, 
compared with the national average of 11.3 suicides 
each year. Last year, from the ages of 10 to 14, 
there were seven males and one female who com- 
mitted suicide in Utah through Dec. 15. Between 
the ages of 15 to 19, there were 32 males and 3 


females. 


Stacee McCotter, director of the Utah County 
Crisis Line, said the suicide problem in Utah is big- 
ger than many people think. Because the issue is 
often ignored, many adolescents find it hard to talk 
to others of their feelings about suicide. 

“In the community, suicide is really a sensitive 
issue,” she said. “It’s not addressed a lot. 

“We've offered to talk at many of the local high 
schools about suicide, yet American Fork is the 
only school to accept our offer.”

WASHINGTON — Guaranteeing 
a fierce election-year debate over 
abortion, President Clinton vetoed a 
bill Wednesday that would outlaw a 
rarely used technique to end preg- 
nancies in their late stages. 

Clinton struck down the bill in an 
emotional ceremony where five 
women who have undergone such 
abortions spoke tearfully about the 
experience and the fetal disorders 
that led to their decisions. 

Clinton said the procedure is a 
“potentially lifesaving, certainly 
health-saving” measure for “a small 
but extremely vulnerable group of 
women and families in this country, 
just a few hundred a year.” 

“This is not about the pro-choice, 
pro-life debate,” Clinton said. “This 
is not a bill that should have ever 
been injected into that.” 

Congress does not appear to have 
the votes to override the president 
but the issue is sure to spill over 
into the presidential campaign, 
where abortion opponents vow they 
will make Clinton pay for his veto. 

Abortion opponents said the pro- 
cedure, dubbed a “partial birth” 
abortion, is particularly gruesome, 
sometimes carried out after the 
fetus is pulled by the legs from the 
birth canal. 

The technique “blurs the line 
between abortion and infanticide,” 
said Clinton’s Republican presiden- 
tial rival, Senate Majority Leader

Coalition said, “It will be very hard, 
if not impossible, for Bill Clinton'to 
look Roman Catholic and evangeli- 
cal voters in the eye and ask fo 
their support in November.”

The bill was the first measure tq 
ban a specific abortion procedure 
since the 1973 Supreme Court deci 
sion granting women the right td 
abortion. 

Republicans seized on the veto td 
accuse Clinton of taking an extreme 
position. 

Dole said the president “hag 
rejected a very modest and biparti 
san measure reflecting the values.o 
a great majority of Americans. H¢ 
instead embraced the extreme posi 
tion of those who support abortion.’

Hokey Pokey Man’ dies at 83; song plays on 


Every schoolchild in America knows the Hokey Pokey. You put your right 
oot in, you put your right foot out, you put your right foot in ... well, you 
know. what it’s all about. 

What you might not know is who wrote the song. Larry LaPrise, aka The 
okey Pokey Man, died last week at age 83 in Boise, Idaho, after a career that 
brought him no fame, modest fortune, and a job with the Postal Service. 
LaPrise, a Detroit native whose full name was Roland Lawrence LaPrise, 
roncocted the song along with two fellow musicians in the late 1940s for the 
ipres'ski crowd at a nightclub in Sun Valley, Idaho. The group, the Ram Trio, 
ecorded the song in 1949. 

In 1953, bandleader Ray Anthony bought the rights and recorded “The Hokey 
Pokey” on the B-side of another novelty record, “The Bunny Hop.” 
“Everybody was doing the ‘Bunny Hop’ before long, which meant that every- 
body was doing ‘The Hokey Pokey,” observed LaPrise’s daughter, Linda 
Ruby: ... In no time, the Hokey Pokey was everywhere. 

Alas, the Hokey Pokey turned out to be the high water mark of LaPrise’s 
nusical career — in fact, maybe the only water mark.

The chief prosecution witness, Michael Fortier, has said a split developed 
hortly before the bombing when Nichols told McVeigh he was on his own and 
ried to pull out of the plot. 

During a court hearing Tuesday — the first since the trial was moved to 
Denver — the two defendants entered the room together and sat at tables a few 
eet apart. They barely glanced at each other. 


ooters fill streets as foreigners exit Liberia 


MONROVIA, Liberia — The stench of rotting bodies filled the air 
ednesday as bands of armed thugs roamed the streets of Monrovia looting 
omes and shops and smashing cars and windows. 

Hundreds of people lined up outside the U.S. Embassy in hopes of joining 
-70 Americans and other foreigners evacuated to neighboring Sierra Leone 
mid the worst unrest in Monrovia in three years. 

Navy Cmdr. Bob Anderson, a spokesman for the U.S. European Command 
ho is in Freetown, said about half of those evacuated late Tuesday and 
ednesday were Americans. An Egyptian official said only one-fourth of the 
vacuees were Americans. 

American officials say nobody has been ordered to leave but a team of 18 
Navy SEAL commandos was flown to Liberia to reinforce security at the U.S. 
Embassy. The U.N. envoy to Liberia, Anthony Nyakyi, said a cease-fire was 
eached between government troops and rebels who have been holding hun- 
reds of Liberians, Lebanese and other foreign civilians hostage at a military 
ase in the capital. 


Closing arguments given in Lafferty retrial 


PROVO — Regardless of whether Ron Lafferty actually took the knife to his 
ister-in-law and her infant daughter, he is guilty of capital homicide for their 
nurders, prosecutors told the jury Wednesday. 

Lafferty, they say, intended the deaths of Brenda Writer Lafferty, 24, and 15- 
onth-old Erica, and played a substantial role in carrying them out. He 
lanned the murders, sought support for them, and helped commit them, said 
\ssistant Attorney General Creighton Horton II. 

The defense, however, said there was little evidence to prove that Ron 
afferty killed anyone. Instead, they pointed the finger squarely at Dan 
afferty, Ron’s younger brother, last week confessed that he single-handedly 
ut the throats of both of the victims. 

Ron Lafferty, 54, is charged with two counts of capital homicide in the June 
984-slayings. Ron Lafferty said he had a revelation ordering the “removal” of 
he two murder victims, as well as two other Utah County residents who 
elped his wife during a bitter divorce. 

The revelation said the four individuals were interfering with the return of 
sus Christ and the establishment of his kingdom near Spanish Fork, Utah.

expectation level of adolescents in 
Utah, but he said to blame Utah’s high 
suicide rate on religion would be a 
mistake. 

“T’ve recently studied 411 studies 
about religion and the relationship it 
has with mental health,” he continued. 
“There was not a single study that 
said religion contributed to suicide, 
but there were many studies which 
stated that religion was a positive for 
a person’s mental health.” 

Ross said being raised in an LDS 
environment did not factor into his 
suicidal feelings. 

“T don’t think it had anything to do 
with being LDS,” he said. “I think it’s 
a problem that affects everybody.” 

A study in 1991 called “Familial 
and Religious Influences on Suicidal 
Ideation,’ by Jie Zhang and Darwin 
L. Thomas, seems to confirm Judd’s 
comments. They surveyed 452 BYU 
students during the Fall Semester of 
1990. 

Among the respondents, 43 percent 
said they had experienced at least one 
suicidal thought before, which is 
lower than the national figure for col- 
lege students of 47 percent. Also, 4 
percent of those BYU students had 
previously attempted suicide, while 
13 percent of college students nation- 
wide have tried suicide. 

Thomas, a BYU professor of sociol- 
ogy, said he was not surprised with 
the results. 

“The results of the study turned out 
like we thought it would,” he said. 

In the study, Zhang and Thomas 
state: “The lower rate of suicidal 
ideation (43 percent) of this sample 
might be accounted for by the fact 
that these respondents are highly reli- 
gious and religiosity has consistently 
been shown to be negatively related to 
suicide.” 

Steven Smith, an assistant clinical 
professor in BYU’s counseling and 
development center, also believes that 
religion helps people to avoid suicide. 
In his private practice, Smith also 
deals with many adolescents that are 
suicidal. 

“Often, adolescents here are 
deterred from suicide because of reli- 
gious expectations,” he said. “It’s not 
unusual to hear ‘I'd like to kill 
myself, but if I did, it would be wrong 
and just make things worse.’” 

In Zhang and Thomas’ study, anoth- 
er interesting find among BYU stu- 


‘dents was the percentages of males 


and females experiencing suicidal 
thoughts. While 47 percent of females 
had experienced at least one suicidal 
thought, only 33 percent of the males 
said they had. 

This may seem surprising for Utah 
since 3] males between the ages of 20 
to 24 committed suicide in 1994, 
while only three females did. That’s a

same story with adolescents between

Suicide is the leading cause of death 
for males between the age of 15 and 
19, and the second-leading cause of 
death for 19 to 24-year-olds, behind

It 
should not be surprising that there are 
more calls from females, even though 
there are more male suicides, 
McCotter said. 

“Females call asking for help 
because they’re scared or whatever,” 
she said. “But men don’t seek help as 
much, so more end up committing 
suicide.” 

Most of the calls are from adoles- 
cents, with some coming from BYU 
students, McCotter said. But the num-

UTAH SPEEDS FORWARD: Despite the postponed deadline by the 
National Department of Transportation, Utah is one of at least 33 
states that has decided to continue efforts to convert to the metric 
system for highway projects. 


Utah decided to finish projects that 
were begun under the English system 
under their original plans. As a result, 
the Utah Department of Transpor- 
tation won’t convert 100 percent of its 


: projects until July 1997. 


“Ninety-five percent of our projects 
in design now are in metric; by fall, 
95 percent will be being advertised in 
metric,” LeFevre said. 

The process began taking effect 
about two years ago, he said. But 
things really began when Section 
5164 of the Omnibus Trade and 
Competitiveness Act of 1988 amend- 
ed the Metric Conversion Act of 1975 
and designated the metric system as 
the preferred system of weights and 
measures for the U.S. 

The metric plan was furthered by 
George Bush’s signing of a 1991 
executive order strengthening the 
promise to convert.

The public and government alike 
were concerned about the price of 
converting the country’s estimated 6 
million highway signs on state and 
local roads. 

Few states have taken on the task of 
determining how many signs they 
have or how much it would cost to 
convert them all — “We have a lot,” 
LeFevre said. 

Alabama did make an estimate and 
decided it would cost them at least 
$70 per sign. 

Other states weren’t prepared to fork 
out that kind of money. 

“We're kinda just gonna sit and wait 
on that one,’ said James Porter, con- 
sultant and local roads engineer with 
the roadway design section of the 
Idaho Department of Transportation, 
“The public’s not really ready for it.” 


University Police 
warn against 
telephone scam

The University Police are concerned 
about a long-distance telephone scam 
that has occurred on many campuses 
around the country, including BYU. 

The callers identify themselves as 
members of a law enforcement 
agency and ask the victim to dial a 1- 
800 number. 

Sometimes a second person comes 
on the line claiming to be an AT&T 
operator and verifies the “legitimacy” 
of the caller. 

The 1-800 number is connected to a 
long-distance company’s automated 
service fer billing to a third number. 
The suspects are then able to make 
long distance calls and have them 
billed to the victim’s number. 

Another method involves getting the 
victim to accept the collect charges 
because “it’s a police emergency.” 

University Police said that anyone 
receiving these suspicious calls 
should not accept the charges and 
should contact the University Police

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Stewart wrong to close 
Provo center on Sundays 


Mayor George Stewart’s latest act, to halt rental of the Eidred Center on Sundays, 
is likely to garner more opposition to him. Last year he refused to reopen the 
Veterans Swimming Pool on Sundays and has talked of shutting down East Bay 
Golf Course for what he calls “the day of rest.’ Since he took office in January 
1994, Stewart has barred Sunday use of all city facilities except the golf course. 

The Eldred Center had remained open on Sundays only because Stewart wasn’t 
aware that it was being used. The senior citizens center has been renting out rooms 
for concerts, missionary open houses, wedding anniversaries and other Sunday 
events. The mayor, however, has stopped this. 

From the beginning, his agenda has been conservative regarding the operations of 
Provo, and this move is just one more conservative action that continues to boggle 
the minds of several city council members. Stewart claims that public facilities 
should be shut down on Sundays because of high “community standards” and an 
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overall belief that Sunday is a day of rest, not of recreation. He denies that the 6 er accRl 
issue has anything to do with religion. He does say, however, that the issue deals f ¥ 
with “those who believe in a common day of rest and those who don’t.” This has ANTYLORG Corcreney RYV.E ii

He has even gone so far as to say that 
he is disappointed that the center administrators would rent out space when they 


know how he feels about the issue. 


While the majority of members of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints believe that Sunday is the day of rest, the entire community doesn’t accept 
this standard. When the same issue came up with the golf course in 1994, only 34 
percent of the population favored closing the course on Sundays. This demon- 
strates that the public believes that members of the community should be allowed 
to use facilities on any day of the week. LDS members of the community may 
choose not to use the facility, but they don’t necessarily agree that no one should 


use it on Sundays. 


Closing facilities such as the Eldred Center because of a “community standard” 
tells many who do use the center that they aren’t members of the community. 
Stewart is wrong in closing the center and in closing any facility on Sunday with- 
out input from community members to prove that the majority does believe in this 
“community standard.” He would be wise to reconsider his actions and listen to the 
open-minded city council members who suggest he put the issue before the public.

NAFTA success slow to come

The North American Free Trade 
Agreement, or NAFTA, is not produc- 
ing change in the way expected, a 
BYU professor says. 

The éxpected benefits of the free 
trade agreement with Canada and 
Mexico are being put on hold because 
the Mexican economy is relatively 
weak, said Lee Radebaugh, director 
of the Center for International 
Business Education and Research. 

Economic activity slowed drastical- 
ly after Mexico’s peso was devalued 
last December and interest rates 
increased. Many Mexicans could not 
afford to buy American products. 

This has led NAFTA opponents to 
say, “see I told you so,” he said. 

It may take a year or two for Mexico 
to recover, he said, but we can’t look 
at NAFTA in terms of the short-run. 
He said we have to ask, “What is the 
net effect?” 

The net effect is that consumers 
benefit, said Ladd Hollist, professor 
of political science. 

“Open markets are to everyone’s 
benefit, especially consumers,” he 
said. He said competition moves pro- 
ducers to offer better quality at rea- 
sonable prices. 

“It’s a very significant, positive 
dynamic,” Hollist said. 

NAFTA has furthered economic and 


’ political changes, he said. 


All nations in the Americas, except 
Cuba, are moving away from authori- 
tarian regimes and are moving 
towards democratic regimes, Hollist 
said. 

He noted that 1994 electoral reformis

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Experience 
aids in job hunt 
after graduation

Getting job experience before 
graduation gives students an 
advantage over those who gradu- 
ate without work experience, 
even though grades and book 
knowledge are also important. 

Herb Leddy, national sales 
executive for Western Direct, a 
marketing support service com- 
pany, said students should get 
some job experience while stil] 
attending school to help them in 
their future professional goals. 

Getting experience before grad- 
uation helps students develop 
skills that school alone cannot 
provide, such as leadership, 
problem solving and the ability 
to deal with people in the work- 
ing environment, Leddy said. 

It is one thing to develop a 
computer program as a home- 
work assignment, but it is quite 
another to apply what has been 
learned because it makes a 
resume look good, Leddy said. 

“There is a correlation between 
getting jobs and having some 
prior experience before you 
graduate,’ he said. 

Many opportunities are around, 
and students should try to posi- 
tion themselves in jobs that 
would give them some experi- 
ence in the area of their choice, 
Leddy said. 

“You do not learn the skills that 
you learn on a job just on your 
own,” said Dani Osborne, a 
senior from Los Angeles, major- 
ing in recreation management 
and youth leadership. 

Osborne said students should 
find jobs within their majors, and 
apply the skills they are learning 
to help them when they graduate. 

Brad Perry, a senior from 
LaGrande, Ore., majoring in 
accounting, said the advantage of 
working while in school is that it 
helps students to realize that 
what happens in the business 
world is different from what they 
learn in books. 

In his job interviews, Perry said 
companies always want to know 
about his job experience, his 
responsibilities, how he has con- 
tributed to the company and how 
many hours he worked in addi- 
tion to going to school. 

They also want to know how 
well he handles different situa- 
tions, develops interpersonal 
skills and solves problems. 

“Companies want to see a well- 
rounded person,” Perry said. 

Christian Edwards, a senior 
from Tracy, Calif., majoring in 
mechanical engineering, said his 
working experience has been 
more valuable than his grades. 
“Nobody wants to hire a person 
that has no experience, even if 
his or her grades are really 
good,” he said. 

Daniel Kim, a former BYU stu- 
dent who graduated in computer 
science in December, also said 
his work experience gave him an 
advantage over those who lack 
experience. 

“There are things you learn in a 
working setting that you cannot 
learn in the classroom,” Kim 
said. 

At work people have to pay 
more attention to details and 
make sure that everything works 
well, while in school there is 
always a teaching assistant to 
help out, said Andy Kimball, a 
senior from Maplewood, N.J., 
majoring in computer science. 

Students should get working 
experience even if this means 
delaying graduation. The knowl- 
edge students can get working 
makes up for a delay, Kim said. 

Kim also said students should 
find a job where they can apply 
the skills they are learning.

Usually, it’s bad news for the Utah 
Jazz if Karl Malone scores only 15 
points. But in its 103-79 win against 
the Phoenix Suns Wednesday night, 
the Mailman’s relatively low-scoring 
total was a good sign for the Jazz. 

While the Jazz had a balanced-scor- 
ing attack — six players scored in the 
double digits — good defense was the 
key for the Jazz, forcing the Suns into 
shooting only 38 percent from the 
field. 

The Jazz have historically had trou- 
ble guarding the Suns from the 
perimeter, but Wednesday night the 
Jazz rotated well defensively and lim- 
ited Phoenix to only four of 13 shoot- 
ing from the three-point line. 

“In the third quarter, we got screwed 
up in our rotation and they hit a cou- 
ple of three-pointers,” said Jazz coach 
Jerry Sloan. “At least if you commu- 
nicate (on defense), you have a 
chance to succeed. I think, for the 
most part, we did that.” 

It also helped that Phoenix was 
missing both Danny Manning and 
John “Hot Rod” Williams due to 
injuries. Without their big men, the 
Suns had a tough time establishing 
themselves offensively in the post. 

The Jazz grabbed a 8-6 lead with 
8:43 left in the first quarter, and never 
trailed again. By halftime, the Jazz 
had built a 20-point lead, 55-35. 

The only time Phoenix seriously 
challenged the Jazz was in the third 
quarter. The Jazz lead 59-37 early in 
the third quarter when the Suns 
mounted a minor comeback. Sparked 
by Charles Barkley, the Suns went on 
an 11-0 run —Barkley scored eight of 
the |1 points’ 

Michael Finley capped off the run 
with an open three-pointer to cut the 
Jazz lead to 11, but that’s as close as 
the Suns would come. 

The Jazz worked the ball inside, and 
were able to exploit the thin Suns 
frontcourt as Utah got a couple of 
easy baskets. The Suns seemed to run 
out of gas, and conceded the game 
after the third quarter — Barkley and 
Kevin Johnson sat out the entire 
fourth quarter. 

“T think we ran into a tired team that 
played a tough game last night,” 
Sloan said. 

The Suns had lost the night before 
in a Close 98-91 loss to the Portland 
Trail Blazers. But the Phoenix players 
would not use that game as an excuse. 
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“We just got our butts kicked, plain 
and simple,” Barkley said. “We just 
could never get over the hump. We 
just didn’t play well, give Utah credit, 
they did play well.” 

The win solidifies the Jazz’s hold on 
the third-place seed for the playoffs, 
while the Suns dropped to a game and 
a half behind the Trail Blazers. If the

MINNEAPOLIS — Nick Van Exel 
of the Los Angeles Lakers was sus- 
pended for the final seven regular-sea- 
son games and fined an NBA-record 
$25,000 Wednesday for shoving a ref- 
eree, a message to the rest of the 
league to leave officials alone. 

“T think everybody understands that 
if this happens again the penalty will 
be even more severe,” said Rod 
Thorn, the NBA’s director of league 


operations.

Tyson’s legal 
woes continue

CHICAGO — Mike Tyson, still on 
probation 13 months after serving 
three years in prison for rape, has 
been accused by an Indiana woman of 
sexual battery in a Chicago nightclub. 

A club manager said Tuesday, how- 
ever, that the heavyweight champion 
was never alone with the woman 
Sunday night, when the alleged inci- 
dent occurred. 

Chicago police are investigating the 
allegations against the WBC champi- 
on, who has not been charged. 

“We’ll investigate it and do it expe- 
ditiously and professionally and see 
what we come up with,” Chicago 
police spokesman Paul Jenkins said. 

Tyson, once the undisputed world 
heavyweight champion, was released 
from an Indiana prison in March 
1995. He is serving four years of pro- 
bation. 

The 25-year-old Indiana woman 
accused Tyson of “sexual battery” 
after an incident Sunday night at The 
Clique, a South Side nightclub, said 
her lawyer, Jerry Lee Peteet of Gary, 
Ind. 

Jenkins said there is no charge 
known as “sexual battery” in Illinois. 
Peteet said he was referring to the 
accusation by its Indiana term and 
said he believed the comparable 
Illinois offense would be sexual 
assault. 

Peteet said the woman went to the 
club with friends and had never met 
Tyson before. He said she was treated 
at a Chicago-area hospital after the 
incident, released early Monday and 
told to see a doctor this week. 

He would not identify the woman 
except to say she was a Gary beauti- 
cian and co-owner of a business. He 
would not say which hospital treated 
her, and he would not specify what 
the woman claims Tyson did. 

The woman called police on 
Monday and then followed up by fil- 
ing a complaint at a police station 
Tuesday, Peteet said. 

“We’re going to pursue the criminal 
avenue and also a civil (case),” Peteet 
said. “She’s scared, upset, angry, 
hurt.”

Rodman’s suspension had been the 
third-longest in NBA history for an 
on-court incident until Wednesday. 

“It was more than Rodman did,”

Tuesday night’s loss at Denver.

It also jeopardizes the Lakers’ 
playoff chances just three weeks after 
the team was splintered by Cedric 
Ceballos’ unexcused four-day 
absence.

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Students find lobbying ‘wild’ly successful 


Development bill 
fails; 22 million 
Utah acres saved

Most college students don’t mirror 
the common mold of a lobbyist, and 
some BYU students proved flattery 
and gift-giving aren’t the only ways to 
influence Congress. 

Two weeks ago, Utah wilderness 
area became secure with the defeat of 
S-884, the U.S. Senate version of a 
bill that would have released 22 mil- 


lion acres of wilderness area for 
development. 

Ryan Bell, a senior from Lubbock, 
Texas, majoring in conservation biol- 
ogy, was in Washington, D.C. that 
week lobbying against the bill. 

Bell accompanied a group of 12 
BYU students concerned about pro- 
tecting Utah wilderness area. The stu- 
dents spent three days visiting con- 
gressional offices discussing their 
desires to shield the land from any 
form of development and secure its 
status as federally protected wilder- 
ness land. 

“Over the last year we’ve been rais- 
ing money to lobby Congress,” Bell 
said. 

“We met with congressional aides 
and congressmen. We found they did- 
n’t know much about the bill,” he 


said. 

Lauralyn Jensen, a senior from 
Chandler, Ariz., majoring in conserva- 
tion biology and wildlife, feels the 
trip was very successful. 

“The representatives and senators 
weren’t informed about the bill. We 
explained the issues they didn’t 
understand and helped them see 
things more clearly,” Jensen said. 

Representative Jim Hansen (R-UT) 
has sponsored his own version of the 
bill in the House of Representatives. 
Bell said the group met personally 
with the Utah delegation, and Hansen 
wasn’t enthusiastic about what they 
had to say. 

“Hansen scheduled an hour to talk 
to us. But after about a half hour, he 
suddenly had a meeting,” Bell said. 

Between 50 and 60 students from 


U.S. expels Sudanese diplomat

UNITED NATIONS — The United States has ordered 
the expulsion of a Sudanese diplomat suspected of aiding 
terrorists who plotted to blow up the United Nations and 
assassinate Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak. 

U.S. officials told Ahmed Yousif Mohamed, a second 
secretary at the Sudanese mission to the United Nations, 
on Tuesday that he had 48 hours to leave the country, 
James P. Rubin, a spokesman at the U.S. mission, said 
Wednesday. 

“Our understanding is that the gentleman will depart the 
United States within the required 48 hours,” a U.S. official 
said, speaking on condition of anonymity. 

The official said Mohamed and a second Sudanese diplo- 
mat, Siraj Yousif, were suspected of having given informa- 
tion to terrorist groups in 1993. Yousif has already left 
New York. 

Last week, U.S. Ambassador Madeleine Albright told 
members of the Security Council that two members of the 


Sudanese mission were aiding terrorist groups. 

Albright addressed the council as it considered imposing 
sanctions against Sudan for its participation in a 1995 
assassination attempt against Mubarak in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia. Sudan denies it was involved. Ethiopia claims 
three suspects fled to Sudan, but Khartoum maintains it 
cannot find them or verify they were even in the country. 

The council is expected to resume its discussion of the 
sanctions next week. 

Federal prosecutors listed the Sudanese mission to the 
United Nations as an unindicted conspirator in the 1993 
bombing of the World Trade Center, which killed six peo- 
ple, and in a plan to blow up the United Nations, the 
Lincoln and Holland tunnels, the George Washington 
Bridge and a federal building in New York City. 

Last year, 10 people, including blind Sheik Omar Abdel 
Rahman, were convicted in the plots and sentenced to 
terms ranging from 25 years to life. Another Sudanese- 
born defendant, Siddiq Ibrahim Siddiq Ali, pleaded guilty 
but has not been sentenced.

Jensen thinks so. 

“Tt was purely accidental,” she said. 

Although not from Utah, Jensen 
feels passionately about the Utah 
wilderness. 

“It’s federal land and some of the 
most beautiful wilderness in the coun- 
try. To destroy it would be an awful 
shame and would infuriate me,” she 
said.
